Tasty Dishes for Today 


PEARS MAKE 
GOOD DESSERT 


By JUDITH WILSON 
WHILE the season for pears of 

one kind or another is a 
long one, the luscious Bartletts 
and other fall varieties now on 
the market are zrandest for 
subtly flavored desserts, for dry- 
ing .or preserving for next win- 
ter’s menus. 

The pears can be used in all 
sorts of dishes with surprising 
success. Sprinkled with cheese 
and toasted, stewed or canned 
pears make an ideal accompani- 
ment for roast pork or chicken; 
they can be chopped and con- 
verted into tempting muffins or 
cup cakes, and the nicest thing 
is that the pears make such at- 
tractive yet low-cost dishes. And 
later on when the fresh pears 
are no longer availuble the 
canned pears can be uSed in the 
recipes. 

Pear Custard Pic 
The dessert in the first menu 


is one that you can afford to 
serve often, yet it is good enough 


for the most critical guest. 
Make a rich pie pastry by 
blending one-half cup flour, 


three teaspoons butter, one-half 
teaspoon sugar, one-fourth tea- 
speon salt and one beaten egg 
white. oll out the pastry tor an 
undercrust for a medium-sized 
Bieplate. You may need to add 
more flour for rolling. 

For the filling, pare and re- 
move the cores from four large 
Bartlett pears. Cut in very thin 
siices and arrange in overlap- 
ping circles in the pie crust. 
Sprinkle with three tablespoons 
sugar hicnded with two table- 
spoons melted butter. Beat two 
egg yolks until very light, mix 
with one-half cup cream and 
one-fourth cup milk and pour 
over the pears. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven from twenty to 
twenty-five minutes. 

Stewed Pear Halves 

The dessert in the second 
menu is one of those life-savers 
that can be prepared in a min- 
ute or two if you’ happen to 
have a can of pears on hand, or 
ten minutes if you must start 
with fresh pears. Peel three 
Pears, cut in halves and stew 
until tender in a syrup made 
from one and one-half cups 
water and one-half cup sugar. 
Remove from the syrup and ar- 
range on dessert plates. To the 
remaining syrup in which the 
pears were cooked (or canned) 
add two sections of sweet choc- 
Olate and melt in a _ double 
boiler. Beat until well blended 
with the syrup and pour over 
halves of pears. Serve hot—or 
cold. This will make three or 
Six servings, depending on the 
size. 

Pear Gems 

When you want a distinctive 
hot bread for luncheon or for a 
Party, try pear gems. Scald 
One and one-fourth cups milk 
and add four tablespocns short- 
ening, two tablespoons sugar and 
two-thirds cup yellow cornmeal. 
Mix. well, then add one egg

“Uncle Arthur’ Stages 
Comeback ... Henderson 
Never Admits Failure 


N iron molder by trade, Ar- 
thur Henderson has_ been 
one of the prime molders of the 
present British Labor Party. He 
ncw returns to the House of 
Commons after the longest ab- 
sence since he was first elected 

in 1903. 

“Uncle Arthur,” as he is af- 
fectionately known to thousands 
in England. was leader of the 
Labor Party during the last gen- 
eral election of October, 1931. 
He lost his seat in Parliament 
in the resultant National gov- 
ernment landslide. He returns 
as a Labor M. P. for the Clay 
Cross division of Derbyshire, 
afier a special election held be- 
cause of the recent death of 
Charles Duncan, who was the 
Labor M. P. from this district. 

The election of “Uncle Ar- 
thur” was a foregone conclusion. 
Clay Cross is known as a “safe” 
Labor seat. In the general rout 
of the Labor Party in the last 
election, the late Charles Dun- 
can had retained his seat in the 
House of Commons by a major- 
ity of almost 10,000. He polled 
21,163 votes against the 11,611 
cast for his nearest opponent. 

One of the first Labor leaders 
to be elected to the House of 
Commons, “Uncle Arthur’ has 
elways remained a staunch party 
man, Twice he succeeded Ram- 
say MacDonald as !eader of the 
Labor Party, first in 1914 when 
the party repudiated MacDon- 
ald's anti-war stand. Henderson, 
ac the new leader supported the 
war cabinets and sat in both 
Asquith’s Coalition government 
and Lloyd George’s war cabinet. 

Again in 1931 when MacDon- 
ala tried to lead ihe Labor 
Party into the National govern- 
ment camp and attracted only a 
few staunch followers. Hender- 
son stepped into the breach. 
When Henderson was defeated 
for re-election in the 1931 gen- 
eval election he resigned as La- 
hor Party leader and was’ suc- 
cceded by the bearded, hoary 
uecrge Lansbury. However, he 
continued as secretary of the 
Purty, a position he has held for 
twenty-two years. In addition, 
he assumed the duties of party 
treasurer. 

DESPITE that he had been out 
of Parliament for a few 
years, “Uncle Arthur” has kept 
an iteon grip on Labor Party 
policies. As the chief architect 
of the party he kept in close 
touch with all Labor activities 
even while away on lengthy, en- 
forced absences in Geneva where 
he acted as president of the dis- 
armament conference. 

“Uncle Arthur” was seventy 
years old on Sept. 13. He shows 
his age. Il] health has left its 
toll. His florid face is begin- 
hing to look flabby. The dark 
pouches under his eyes are be- 
coming ‘noticeably larger, and 
his deep bass voice seems to be 
losing some of its power. Even 
So. if a general election were 
held in the near future. and La- 
bor were returned to power, 
Henderson would be the obvious 
choice as Prime Minister of 

Great Britain. George Lansbury 
may continue as Labor Party 
leader, but the real power behind 
the Labor throne is “Uncle A: - 
thur’’ Henderson. 

Always considered ome of the 
“safe” Labor politicians, Hen- 
cerson has little sympathy for 
the radical wing of the party. 
This former Methodist lay 
Preacher whose parents wanted 
him to be a butcher, 1s a be- 
Hever in the ‘inivitability of 
gradualism.” When he was For- 
eign Secretary of the second 
Labor government, from 1929 to 
1931, he had the satisfaction of 
knowing that Great Britain’s 
relations with all foreign powers 
had never been more cordial. 
indefatigably fer 
world peace, yet few have ever 
accused him of betraying any of 
his country’s legitimate inter- 
ests. 

Henderson's return to Parlic- 
ment will not interfere with his 
Cuties as president of the dis- 
armament conference, which has 
new been sitting intermittently 
for more than a year and one- 
half. With a president less pa- 
tient than he, the conference 
probably would have adjourned 
months ago, after a natural 
death. But: Henderson never ad- 
mits failure. He still has hopes 
he will be able to drive the con- 
ference to success before the end 
of the year. Only recently, 
“Uncle Arthur’ completed a tour 
of European capitals in the in- 
terests of the conference. He 


received little encouragmnt. but 


he is not the man to be discour- 
aged. When the next conference 
meets in Genva on October 16th, 
“Uncle Arthur” will preside and 
continue his efforts to disarm 
the world and so insure peace.
